Any  vehicle  rented  to  and  operated  on 
behalf  of  the  Dominion  Government, 
Provincial  Government,  or  the  Gov¬ 
ernment  of  the  United  States  in  the 
manner  provided  by  a  conditional  cer¬ 
tificate  issued  by  the  employee  of  the 
Government  authorized  to  hire  the 
vehicle  on  behalf  of  the  Government, 
which  certificate  shall  be  in  a  form 
prescribed  by  the  Commission  and 
shall  be  carried  on  the  vehicle.”

PRIVATE  BILLS. 

Excerpt  from  Standing  Orders  relating  to 
Private  Bills. 

100.  (1.)  All  applications  to  the  Legislative 
Assembly  for  Private  Bills  of  any  nature  what¬ 
soever  shall  require  the  publication  of  a  notice 
clearly  and  distinctly  specifying  the  nature  and 
object  of  the  application,  and  when  the  appli¬ 
cation  refers  to  any  proposed  work,  indicating 
sufficiently  the  location  of  the  work,  to  be  signed 
by  or  on  behalf  of  the  applicant. 

(2.)  Such  notice  shall  be  published  in  The 
British  Columbia  Gazette  and  once  a  week  in 
one  leading  daily  newspaper  freely  circulating 
in  all  parts  of  the  Province.  The  notice  in 
such  newspaper  to  appear  on  Wednesday  of 
each  week. 

(3.)  When  the  proposed  Bill  is  of  such  a 
nature  that  it  may  particularly  affect  one  or 
more  electoral  districts,  the  notice  shall  fur¬ 
thermore  be  published  once  a  week  if  possible 
in  some  newspaper  in  every  electoral  district 
affected,  or  if  there  be  no  newspaper  published 
therein,  then  in  a  newspaper  published  in  the 
electoral  district  nearest  thereto. 

(4.)  The  publication  of  such  notice  shall  in 
all  cases  be  continued  for  a  period  of  four 
weeks  during  the  interval  of  time  between  the 
close  of  the  next  preceding  Session  and  the 
consideration  of  the  petition. 

97.  No  petition  for  any  Private  Bill  shall  be 
received  by  the  House  after  the  first  ten  days 
of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  Private  Bill  be 
presented  to  the  House  after  the  first  three 
weeks  of  each  Session,  nor  may  any  report  of 
any  Standing  or  Select  Committee  upon  a 
Private  Bill  be  received  after  the  first  four 
weeks  of  each  Session,  and  no  motion  for  the 
suspension  or  modification  of  this  Standing 
Order  shall  be  entertained  by  the  House  until 
the  same  has  been  reported  on  by  the  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Standing  Orders,  or  after  reference 
made  thereof  at  a  previous  sitting  of  the  House 
to  the  Standing  Committees  charged  with  the 
consideration  of  Private  Bills,  who  shall  report 
thereon  to  the  House.  And  if  this  rule  shall 
be  suspended  or  modified  as  aforesaid,  the  pro¬ 
moters  of  any  Private  Bill  which  is  presented 
after  the  time  hereinbefore  limited,  or  for 
which  the  petition  has  been  received  after  the 
time  hereinbefore  limited,  shall  in  either  case 
pay  double  the  fees  required  in  respect  of  such 
Bill  by  this  rule,  unless  the  House  shall  order 
to  the  contrary. 

98.  (1.)  Any  person  seeking  to  obtain  any 
Private  Bill  shall  deposit  with  the  Clerk  of  the 
House,  eight  clear  days  before  the  opening  of 
the  Session:— 

(a.)  A  printed  copy  of  such  Bill: 

(6.)  A  copy  of  the  petition  to  be  presented 
to  the  House: 

(c.)  Copies  of  the  notices  published,  with 
publication  proved  by  a  statutory  dec¬ 
laration  or  affidavit  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  Clerk  of  the  House. 

(2.)  At  the  time  of  depositing  the  Bill  and 
petition  the  applicant  shall  also  pay  to  the 
Clerk  of  the  House  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars. 

(3.)  If  a  copy  of  the  Bill,  petition,  and 
notices  proved  as  aforesaid  shall  not  have  been 
so  deposited  in  the  hands  of  the  Clerk  of  the 
House  at  least  eight  clear  days  before  the  open¬ 
ing  of  the  Session  or  if  the  petition  has  not 
been  presented  to  the  House  within  the  first 
ten  days  of  the  Session,  the  amount  to  be  paid 
to  the  Clerk  shall  be  six  hundred  dollars.  If 
the  Bill  shall  not  pass  second  reading  one-half 
of  the  fees  shall  be  returned. 

101.  Every  petition  signed  by  an  agent  or 
attorney  in  fact  shall  be  accompanied  by  the 
authority  of  such  agent  or  attorney  in  fact, 
and  the  petition  shall  not  be  deemed  to  be  filed 
with  the  Clerk  until  this  is  done. 
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102.  Before  any  petition  praying  for  leave 
to  bi'ing  in  a  Private  Bill  for  the  erection  of  a 
toll-bridge  is  received  by  the  House,  the  person 
or  persons  intending  to  petition  for  such  Bill 
shall,  upon  giving  the  notice  prescribed  by 
Standing  Order  100,  also  at  the  same  time  and 
in  the  same  manner  give  notice  of  the  rates 
which  they  intend  to  ask,  the  extent  of  the 
privilege,  the  height  of  the  arches,  the  interval 
between  the  abutments  or  piers  for  the  pas¬ 
sage  of  rafts  or  vessels,  and  mentioning  also 
whether  they  intend  to  erect  a  drawbridge  or 
not,  and  the  dimensions  of  the  same. 

103.  (1.)  All  Private  Bills  for  Acts  of  in¬ 
corporation  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  incorporate 
by  reference  to  the  clauses  of  the  general  Acts 
relating  to  the  details  to  be  provided  for  by 
such  Bills:  Special  grounds  shall  be  estab¬ 
lished  for  any  proposed  departure  from  this 
principle,  or  for  the  introduction  of  other  pro¬ 
visions  as  to  such  details,  and  a  note  shall  be 
appended  to  the  Bill  indicating  the  provisions 
thereof  in  which  the  general  Act  is  proposed 
to  be  departed  from.  Bills  which  are  not 
framed  in  accordance  with  this  Standing  Order 
shall  be  recast  by  the  promoters  and  reprinted 
at  their  expense  before  any  Committee  passes 
upon  the  clauses. 

(2.)  Every  Bill  for  an  Act  of  incorporation, 
where  a  form  of  model  Bill  has  been  adopted, 
shall  be  drawn  in  accordance  with  the  model 
Bill  (copies  of  model  Bills  may  be  obtained 
from  the  Clerk  of  the  House).  Any  provisions 
contained  in  any  such  Bill  which  are  not  in 
accord  with  the  model  Bill  shall  be  inserted 
between  brackets  or  underlined,  and  shall  be 
so  printed. 

(3.)  Any  exceptional  provisions  that  it  may 
be  proposed  to  insert  in  any  Bill  shall  be  clearly 
specified  in  the  notice  of  application  for  same. 

107.  All  Private  Bills  shall  be  prepared  by 
the  parties  applying  for  the  same,  and  printed 
in  small-pica  type,  twenty-six  ems  by  fifty 
ems,  on  good  paper,  in  imperial  octavo  form, 
each  page  when  folded  measuring  10%  inches 
by  714  inches.  There  shall  be  a  marginal 
number  every  fifth  line  of  each  page;  the 
numbering  of  the  lines  is  not  to  run  on  through 
the  Bill,  but  the  lines  of  each  page  are  to  be 
numbered  separately.  Three  hundred  copies 
of  each  Bill  shall  be  deposited  with  the  Clerk 
of  the  House  immediately  before  the  first  read¬ 
ing.  If  amendments  are  made  to  any  Bill 
during  its  progress  before  the  Committee  on 
Private  Bills,  or  through  the  House,  such  Bill 
shall  be  reprinted  by  the  promoters  thereof. 

In  the  case  of  Bills  to  incorporate  com¬ 
panies,  in  addition  to  the  fee  of  $300  mentioned 
in  Rule  98,  fees  calculated  on  the  capital  of 
the  company  are  payable  at  the  same  time.

PORTS  OF  ESQUIMALT  AND 
VICTORIA,  B.C. 

Public  Traffic  Regulations. 
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at  Esquimalt,  B.C. 
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1.  T  TNTIL  further  notice  the  following  Regu- 
U  lations  which  cancel  all  former  Public 
Traffic  Regulations  for  the  Ports  of  Esquimalt 
and  Victoria  are  to  be  observed  by  all  Mer¬ 
chant  Vessels  (see  definition  in  paragraph  5) 
approaching  or  within  the  limits  of  the  Ports 
of  Esquimalt  and  Victoria. 

2.  The  limits  of  the  Ports  are: — 

For  the  Port  of  Esquimalt  a  line  running 
east  and  west  (true)  through  the  south¬ 
ernmost  tip  of  the  southernmost  of  the 
Brothers  Islands. 

For  the  Port  of  Victoria — a  line  joining 
Macaulay  Point  and  Ogden  Point  Break¬ 
water. 

3.  These  Regulations  are  supplementary  to 
the  general  rules  and  regulations  issued  in 
Admiralty  Notices  to  Mariners  No.  1,  1941,  and 
to  Canadian  Notices  to  Mariners,  No.  52  of 
1939,  and  to  such  other  orders  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  shipping  as  may  be  issued  from  time 
to  time. 

4.  Unless  over-ruled  by  these  Regulations, 
the  ordinary  Regulations  of  the  Ports  are  to  be 
adhered  to. 

5.  Definitions:  For  the  purpose  of  these 
Regulations : — 

(n  )  “  Fog  ”  or  “  Thick  Weather  ”  is  consid¬ 
ered  to  exist  when  it  is  impossible,  owing 
to  meteorological  or  other  conditions 
affecting  visibility,  to  communicate  be¬ 
tween  the  Examination  Vessel  and  ap¬ 
proaching  ships  at  a  distance  of  one 
mile. 
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(/>)  Small  craft  refers  to  all  Merchant  and 
other  Vessels  not  over  120  tons  net  ton¬ 
nage,  other  than  those  wearing  the 
white  Ensign  or  a  Foreign  Naval  En¬ 
sign. 

(c)  The  term  Merchant  Vessel  includes  all 
Merchant  Vessels  over  120  tons  net, 
other  than  the  Examination  Steamers 
and  British  and  foreign  War  Vessels. 

( d )  “Official  Night”  refers  to  the  period 
between  fifteen  minutes  after  sunset  to 
fifteen  minutes  before  sunrise. 

(e)  The  Examination  Anchorage  is  an 
Anchorage  assigned  for  the  purpose  of 
detaining  Vessels  for  detailed  examina¬ 
tion. 

(/)  Examining  Officers;  the  Officer  of  the 
Examination  Vessel  who  examines  in¬ 
coming  Vessels. 

PART  I— ENTRANCE  TO  THE  PORTS 

Instructions  for  Merchant  Vessels  wishing  to 
enter 

6.  All  Merchant  Vessels  must  pass  through 
the  Examination  Service  before  they  will  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Ports.  Master’s  must 
have  way  off  their  vessels  on  reaching  the 
Examination  Vessel,  particularly  in  foggy 
weather,  or  they  are  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

(i)  Vessels  calling  off  William  Head  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  pratique  or  em¬ 
barking  a  Pilot  will  be  subject  to  exami¬ 
nation  by  the  Examination  vessel  off 
William  Head.  All  orders  given  by  the 
Examining  Officer  must  be  strictly 
obeyed. 

7.  All  orders  and  instructions  necessary  to 
enable  a  Merchant  Vessel  to  enter  the  Ports 
will  be  given  by  the  Examining  Officer  whose 
orders  are  to  be  implicitly  obeyed.  Disobe¬ 
dience  will  render  a  Merchant  Vessel  liable  to 
be  fired  on. 

8.  If  through  congestion  of  traffic  or  for  any 
reason  the  Examining  Officer  cannot  at  once 
pass  Vessels  into  the  Ports,  he  will  order  them 
to  proceed  to  and  anchor  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage  and  there  await  further  orders. 

9.  Masters  of  Vessels  are  specially  warned 
that  it  may  become  necessary  in  the  event  of 
an  attack  on  the  Ports  being  imminent  to 
remove  buoys  or  extinguish  lights  without 
notice.  Vessels  should,  consequently,  be  navi¬ 
gated  with  extreme  caution  when  approaching 
the  Ports. 

10.  Positions  of  Examination  Vessels: — 

(i)  In  the  vicinity  of  William  Head. 

(ii)  About  one-half  mile  Southwestward  of 
Brotchie  Ledge  Beacon. 

11.  When  the  Ports  are  normally  closed  and 
to  what  classes  of  Ship: — 

(i)  The  Port  of  Victoria  is  normally  open 
at  all  times  and  in  all  weathers,  but  due 
to  fog  or  other  causes  the  Port  may  be 
closed  by  the  Authority  of  the  Com¬ 
manding  Officer,  Pacific  Coast,  at  Esqui¬ 
malt,  B.C. 

(ii)  The  Port  of  Esquimalt  is  normally  open 
by  day  but  may  be  closed  owing  to  fog 
or  thick  weather.  The  Port  of  Esqui¬ 
malt  will  be  closed  at  night  to  all  mer¬ 
chant  vessels. 

12.  The  Examination  Vessel,  will,  in  fog,  in¬ 
dicate  her  position  by  sounding  “  K  ”  in  Morse 
( — • — )  when  other  vessels  are  believed  to  be 
in  the  vicinity. 

13.  The  “Port  Closed”  Signals.— Where  the 

Signals  indicating  Port  closed  are  displayed 
the  “  Port  Closed  ”  signals  (three  red  balls’ 
vertical,  by  day,  or  three  red  lights  vertical  bv 
night)  will  be  exhibited  as  follows: _ 

(a)  If  both  Esquimalt  and  Victoria  Har¬ 
bours  are  closed,  these  Signals  will  be 
carried  by  both  the  Examination  Ves¬ 
sels;  at  night  the  red  lights  replace  the 
white  lights  carried  when  the  Ports  are 
open. 
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In  addition,  these  Signals  will  be 
hoisted  at  Bickford  Tower  at  entrance 
to  Esquimalt  Harbour,  and  at  Ogden 
Point  Pier  at  entrance  to  Victoria  Har¬ 
bour. 

(6)  If  only  one  of  the  Ports  is  closed  and 
the  other  open,  the  Port  closed  Signals 
will  ONLY  be  hoisted  at  the  entrance 
of  the  closed  Port  and  NOT  by  either 
Examination  Vessel. 

14.  A  vessel  desiring  to  communicate  with 
the  Examination  Vessel  should,  in  day  time, 
hoist  J.G.  (International)  and  at  night,  hoist 
a  red  light  over  a  white  light,  three  feet  apart. 

15.  Advice  to  Ship  Owners  and  Shipping 
Agents: — 

(a)  Give  previous  written  notice  of  the  ex¬ 
pected  arrival  of  their  vessels  at  the 
Port  to  the  Chief  Examining  Officer, 
HMC  Dockyard,  Esquimalt,  B.C.,  stat¬ 
ing  the  following  particulars: — 

(i)  Name  of  Vessel. 

(ii)  Date  and  time  due  at  the  Port. 

(iii)  Appearance  and  distinguishing  fea¬ 
tures,  such  as  funnel  marks,  etc. 

(iv)  Nature  of  cargo. 

(v)  Ports  of  lading  and  Ports  of  dis¬ 
charge  of  cargo. 

(vi)  Number  of  passengers,  if  any. 

(5)  See  that  their  vessels  are  provided  with 
a  complete  set  of  International  Code 
Flags;  also  with  two  white  and  two  red 
lanterns,  ready  and  available  for  use; 
in  addition  to  the  regular  Navigation 
Lights. 

Note: — For  the  convenience  of  ships’  owners 
and  shipping  agents,  a  supply  of  necessary 
forms  (Form  XI)  for  reporting  expected 
arrivals,  can  be  obtained  upon  application  to 
the  Chief  Examining  Officer,  HMC  Dockyard, 
Esquimalt,  B.C. 

16.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft 
wishing  to  enter  the  Ports. — Small  craft  which 
are  unable  to  carry  any  Signals  through  lack 
of  equipment  must  contact  one  of  the  Exami¬ 
nation  Vessels  which  will  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  small  craft  to  enter. 
Such  small  craft  must  not  proceed  inwards 
until  permission  is  given  by  the  Examination 
Vessel  or  they  will  be  fired  on.  (See  also 
paragraph  22.) 

17.  Restriction  on  Merchant  Vessels  enter¬ 
ing  certain  areas. — No  vessel  may  pass  in  a 
Westerly  direction  between  Brotchie  Ledge 
Beacon  and  the  shore.  There  is  no  restriction 
on  a  vessel  passing  in  an  Easterly  direction 
between  Brotchie  Ledge  Beacon  and  the  shore. 

(i.)  The  area  bounded  by  lines  joining 
William  Head  to  Rosedale  Rock  Buoy, 
and  the  line  from  thence  West  (true) 
to  the  Longitude  of  Smythe  Head,  at 
the  entrance  to  Beecher  Bay,  and 
thence  North  (true)  to  the  shore,  is  a 
restricted  area  and  no  vessel  may  enter 
it  without  permission  from  the  Exami¬ 
nation  Vessel  off  William  Head. 

(ii)  A  line  drawn  between  William  Head 
and  Clover  Point  is  known  as  the 
Examination  Line  and  any  vessel  class¬ 
ing  Northwestward  of  that  Line  must 
immediately  proceed  to  one  of  the  Ex¬ 
amination  Vessels  mentioned  in  para¬ 
graph  (10)  for  identification. 

18.  Routes  to  be  followed. — Other  than  the 
restrictions  mentioned  in  paragraph  17  above 
there  are  no  special  routes  to  be  followed  ex¬ 
cept  to  avoid  the  obstructions  at  the  entrance 
to  Esquimalt  Harbour. 

Masters  of  Vessels  entering  (or  leaving) 
Esquimalt  Harbour  will  receive  instructions 
regarding  the  procedure  necessary  for  passing 
through  the  Boom  Defences  from  the  pilot,  or 
if  exempt  from  pilotage,  from  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Vessel. 

Should  it  become  necessary  to  further  re¬ 
strict  routes,  the  fact  will  be  published  in 
Notices  to  Mariners  subsequent  to  the  date  of 
these  Public  Traffic  Regulations. 


PART  II— INTERNAL  MOVEMENT. 

19.  Authority  Controlling  Movements. — -The 
Chief  Examining  Officer  has  authority  over  the 
movements  of  all  merchant  vessels  in  the  Ports 
of  Esquimalt  and  Victoria  and  their  vicinity. 

20.  Speed  Limits.— Speed  in  the  Ports  of 
Esquimalt  and  Victoria  and  in  their  approaches 
is  never  to  exceed  six  knots,  or  the  minimum 
compatible  with  safe  navigation. 

21.  Restrictions  re  Log  Booms  passing  in  or 
out  of  Esquimalt  Harbour. — No  log  boom  may 
exceed  600  feet  in  length  or  150  feet  in  width. 

The  length  of  the  tow  line  may  not  exceed 
100  feet. 

Sufficient  power  must  be  provided  to  ensure 
that  the  tug  and  tow  clear  the  entrance  be¬ 
tween  the  Gate  Vessels  in  a  maximum  of  10 
minutes. 

22.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft. — 
All  owners  and  masters  of  vessels  of  less  than 
120  tons  net,  propelled  by  machinery,  are  re¬ 
quired  in  addition  to  any  Certificates  of  Regis¬ 
try,  or  licence  necessary,  to  obtain  a  Naval 
Recognition  Number  from  the  Registrar  of 
Shipping,  Customs  House,  Victoria.  This  num¬ 
ber  is  to  be  painted  on  both  sides  of  the  hull 
8"  by  5”.  This  number  will  facilitate  identi¬ 
fication  and  entry  but  it  does  not  exempt  ves¬ 
sels  carrying  it  from  reporting  to  Examina¬ 
tion  Vessel. 

(i)  Small,  privately-owned  pleasure  or  fish¬ 
ing  vessels  are  on  no  account  permitted 
to  be  within  Constance  Cove,  Esqui¬ 
malt  Harbour,  as  defined  by  the  area 
Eastward  of  a  line  joining  the  Western¬ 
most  Boom  Gate  Vessel  and  the  Mu¬ 
nicipal  boundary  close  Northwestward 
of  Munro  Head. 

(ii)  Small  craft,  which  includes  all  small 
yachts,  pleasure  craft,  fishing  boats,  or 
any  small  craft  propelled  by  oars,  sail 
or  paddles,  shall  not  approach  within 
200  yards  of  Victoria  Machinery  Depot 
shipyards  situated  at  Outer  Wharf  and 
at  Point  Ellice  in  Victoria  Harbour. 

(iii)  Small  vessels  which  proceed  outside  the 
harbours  for  a  short  excursion  must 
not  fail  to  contact  Examination  Ves¬ 
sels  before  returning. 

23.  Night,  Fog,  and  Thick  Weather  Restric¬ 
tions.— In  the  Port  of  Esquimalt,  movement  of 
ALL  Merchant  Vessels  is  strictly  prohibited 
during  fog  or  thick  weather,  unless  permission 
has  been  obtained  from  the  Chief  Examining 
Officer. 

(i)  In  the  Port  of  Victoria,  movement  of 
small  craft  may  be  prohibited  at  night, 
during  fog,  or  in  thick  weather,  of  which 
due  notice  will  be  given. 

24.  Patrol  of  Internal k  Waterways  and,  Ap¬ 
proaches  to  the  Ports. — The  Intei’nal  Water¬ 
ways  of  the  Ports  and  the  Approaches  thereto 
will  be  patrolled  by  Naval  Patrol  Craft. 

Captains,  Masters  and  others  in  charge  of 
Merchant  Vessels  are  hereby  warned  to  ob¬ 
serve  any  orders  given  by  the  Naval  Patrols. 
All  Merchant  Vessels  are  subject  to  inspection 
and  search  by  these  Patrols. 

Disobedience  of  orders  given  by  these  Patrols 
renders  a  Merchant  Vessel  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

25.  Use  of  Wireless  Telegraphy,  Wireless 
Telephony  and  Sound  Signalling. — The  use  of 
any  of  the  above  methods  of  communicating  or 
signalling,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  is  for¬ 
bidden  in  the  harbours  of  Canada. 

For  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  above, 
the  wireless  telegraph  office  or  offices  of  such 
ships  will  be  sealed  up  by  the  Radio  Inspector 
of  the  Department  of  Transport  or  a  Customs 
Official  acting  for  him,  boarding  the  vessel  on 
arrival  in  Port. 

During  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in  harbour, 
access  to  the  wireless  telegraph  office  will  only 
be  allowed  under  the  following  conditions: — 

If  the  vessel  is  remaining  in  harbour  for 

some  time  so  that  it  is  necessary  for  wireless 

staff  to  have  access  to  the  office  in  order  to 

attend  to  batteries,  etc.,  the  Master  of  the 
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Merchant  Vessel  will  be  responsible  for  noti¬ 
fying-  the  Radio  Inspector  or  Customs  Officer 
that  such  access  will  be  required,  in  order 
that  the  latter  may  arrange  for  the  break¬ 
ing  of  the  seals.  The  Master  will  be  held 
responsible  that  no  messages  are  transmitted 
while  the  office  is  open  and  should  state  for 
how  long  access  is  required,  so  that  the  Radio 
Inspector  or  Customs  Officer  may  afterwards 
go  on  board  and  reseal  the  office. 

Any  breach  of  these  Regulations  renders  the 
Master  of  an  offending  ship  liable  to  penalties, 
and  to  the  confiscation  of  the  wireless  appa¬ 
ratus  of  his  ship. 

PART  III — LEAVING  THE  PORTS. 

2G.  Steps  Necessary  on  the  Part  of  Master  or 
Agents  before  a  Vessel  may  leave  the  Port: — 

(i)  Port  of  Victoria.  No  vessel  may  leave 
the  Port  of  Victoria  without  permission  from 
the  Detaining  Authority  (i.e.,  Collector  of  Cus¬ 
toms,  National  Revenue  (Customs  Division)), 
in  writing.  When  a  Merchant  Vessel  desires 
to  leave  the  Port,  the  Master  or  Shipping 
Agent  will  inform  the  Detaining  Authority 
who  will  decide  whether  the  ship  may  depart 
or  not. 

(ii)  Normally,  Merchant  Vessels  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  leave  the  Port  of  Victoria  at 
any  hour  of  day  or  night  providing  the 
Port  is  open. 

(iii)  Detaining  Authority  is  to  keep  Chief 
Examining  Officer  informed  of  all  ships 
with  permission  to  leave  the  Port. 

(iv)  Port  of  Esquimalt.  Vessels  will  be  al¬ 
lowed  to  leave  the  Port  of  Esquimalt 
when  it  is  open  on  condition  that,  in 
addition  to  getting  permission  from  De¬ 
taining  Authority,  permission  is  also  ob¬ 
tained  from  Chief  Examining  Officer, 
HMC  Dockyard,  Telephone  G  4154,  to 
whom  reference  should  also  be  made  if 
in  any  doubt  regarding  the  purport  of 
these  Regulations. 

27.  Interharbour  Traffic. — Masters  of  vessels 
wishing  to  proceed  from  the  Port  of  Esquimalt 
to  the  Port  of  Victoria,  or  vice  versa,  must 
first  communicate  their  intentions  by  phone  to 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  G  4154.  Having  done 
so  and  obtained  permission  to  proceed,  there  is 
no  necessity  to  report  to  the  Examination 
Vessel. 

Notwithstanding  the  above,  all  vessels  should 
watch  the  Examination  Vessel  closely  and  obey 
any  orders  or  signals  she  may  give. 

^  28.  Hoisting  of  Blue  Flag  Signal  prohibiting 
Sailing. — Should  the  Port  be  closed  to  outgoing 
Merchant  vessels,  a  Blue  Flag  will  be  hoisted 
at  Bickford  Tower,  for  the  Port  of  Esqui¬ 
malt — and  on  Ogden  Point  Pier  for  the  Port 
of  Victoria. 


PART  IV— PILOTAGE. 

29.  Port  of  Victoria. — Owing  to  the  uncer¬ 
tainty  of  conditions  and  the  measures  which 
may  become  necessary  to  be  put  into  effect  at 
any  time,  Masters  of  Vessels  over  120  tons  net 
tonnage  are  advised  to  employ  a  Pilot  of  the 
B.C.  Pilotage  Authority  when  entering  Victoria 
Harbour. 

30.  Any  damage  caused  either  to  his  own 
vessel  or  other  property  which  could  have  been 
avoided  by  the  employment  of  a  Pilot  will  be 
the  Master’s  own  responsibility. 

31.  Since  the  Pilots  are  in  possession  of  the 
various  instructions  regarding  signals  which 
may  be  made  to  incoming  Merchant  Vessels 
by  the  Shore  Defences,  it  is  unlikely  that 
Masters  will,  without  the  aid  of  a  Pilot,  be 
able  to  carry  out  the  necessary  signal  proce¬ 
dure,  or  obey  their  purport. 

32.  Port  of  Esquimalt. — Pilotage  is  compul¬ 
sory  for  all  vessels  over  120  tons  net  entering 
or  leaving  Esquimalt  Harbour. 

The  only  exemptions  from  this  Regulation 
will  be  made  in  favour  of  regular  freight  or 
ferry  service  vessels  frequenting  the  Ports  of 
Esquimalt  and  Victoria. 

Application  for  exemption  must  be  made  to 
the  Chief  Examining  Officer,  HMC  Dockyard, 
Esquimalt,  B.C. 

33.  For  vessels  approaching  from  the  West, 
Pilots  will  be  embarked  in  the  vicinity  of  Race 
Rocks. 

For  vessels  approaching  from  the  East, 
Pilots  will  be  embarked  in  the  vicinity  of  Trial 
Island. 

Pilots  may  be  disembarked  as  convenient. 

For  vessels  calling  off  the  Quarantine  Sta^ 
tion  prior  to  proceeding  to  another  Port,  Pilots 
may  be  embarked  as  convenient  in  the  vicinity 
of  Race  Rocks  or  William  Head. 

PART  V— AIR  RAID,  ETC. 

34.  In  the  event  of  an  air  raid  alarm  being 
made  while  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  within  the 
limits  of  the  Ports,  the  Master  is,  if  his  vessel 
be  under  way,  to  darken  ship  completely  and 
anchor  immediately. 

Vessels  at  anchor  may  only  exhibit  their 
anchor  lights  if  necessary  to  avoid  being  run 
down  by  a  vessel  underway. 

Vessels  anchored  or  alongside  are  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  slip  and  get  under  way  at  a  moment’s 
notice. 

35.  Any  anti-aircraft  guns  carried  are  to  be 
manned,  but  guns  are  not  to  be  fired  without 
specific  instructions  from  competent  Military 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  A/ A  Defences  of 
the  Ports,  unless  vessel  itself  is  attacked.

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NOTICE  TO  MARINERS. 

PORT  OF  VANCOUVER,  B.C. 

No.  4. 

Public  Traffic  Regulations. 

By  Order  of  the  Naval  Officer  charged 
with  the  Administration  of  the 
Port  of  Vancouver,  B.C. 
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UNTIL  further  notice  the  following  Regu¬ 
lations  which  cancel  all  former  Public 
Traffic  Regulations  (viz. :  No.  1,  No.  2  dated  19th 
September,  1939;  No.  3  dated  26th  October, 
1939)  are  to  be  observed  by  all  Merchant  Vessels 
(see  definition  in  paragraph  5)  approaching  or 
within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of  Vancouver. 

2.  The  limits  of  this  Port  are: — 

East  of  a  line  from  Point  Grey  to  Point 
Atkinson. 

3.  These  Regulations  are  supplementary  to 
the  general  rules  and  regulations  issued  in 
Admiralty  Notices  to  Mariners,  No.  1,  1941, 
and  to  Canadian  Notices  to  Mariners,  No.  52, 
of  1939,  and  to  such  other  orders  for  the  regu¬ 
lation  of  shipping  as  may  be  issued  from  time 
to  time. 

4.  Unless  over-ruled  by  these  Regulations, 
the  ordinary  Port  Regulations  are  to  be  ad¬ 
hered  to. 

5.  Definitions  (for  the  purpose  of  these  Regu¬ 
lations)  : — 

(a)  “Fog”  or  “thick  weather”  is  con¬ 
sider'd  to  exist  when  it  is  impossible, 
owing  to  meteorological  or  other  con¬ 
ditions  affecting  visibility,  to  communi¬ 
cate  between  the  Examination  Vessel 
and  approaching  ships  at  a  distance  of 
one  mile. 

(h)  Small  craft  refers  to  all  Merchant  Ves¬ 
sels  not  over  120  tons  net  tonnage. 

(c)  The  term  Merchant  Vessel  includes 
all  vessels  other  than  the  Examination 
Vessels  and  British  and  Foreign  War 
V  essels. 

(d)  “  Official  Night  ”  refers  to  the  period 
between  fifteen  minutes  after  sunset  to 
fifteen  minutes  before  suni'ise. 

(e)  The  Examination  Anchorage  is  an 
Anchorage  assigned  for  the  purpose  of 
detaining  vessels  for  detailed  examina¬ 
tion. 

(/)  Examining  Officers :  the  officer  of  the 
Examination  Vessel  who  examines  in¬ 
coming  vessels. 


PART  I.— ENTRANCE  TO  THE  PORT. 

Instructions  for  Merchant  Vessels  Wishing  to 

Enter. 

6.  All  Merchant  Vessels  must  pass  through 
the  Examination  Service  before  they  will  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Port.  Masters  must 
have  way  ofF  their  vessels  on  reaching  the 
Examination  Vessel,  particularly  in  foggy 
weather,  or  they  are  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

7.  All  orders  and  instructions  necessary  to 
enable  a  Merchant  Vessel  to  enter  the  Port  will 
be  given  by  the  Examining  Officer  whose  orders 
are  to  be  implicitly  obeyed.  Disobedience  will 
render  a  Merchant  Vessel  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

8.  If  through  congestion  of  traffic  or  for  any 
reason  the  Examining  Officer  cannot  at  once 
pass  Vessels  into  the  Port,  he  will  order  them 
to  proceed  to  and  anchor  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage  and  there  await  further  orders. 

Should  bad  weather  or  other  cause  prevent 
a  Merchant  Vessel  anchoring  in  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Anchorage,  she  will  be  ordered  by  the 
Examining  Officer  to  remain  underway  in  the 
Examination  Anchorage,  or  to  proceed  to  sea, 
and  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  Port  unless 
she  can  be  identified  while  underway  by  the 
Examining  Officer. 

9.  Masters  of  Vessels  are  specially  warned 
that  it  may  become  necessary  in  the  event  of 
an  attack  on  the  Port  being  imminent  to  remove 
buoys  or  extinguish  lights  without  notice.  Ves¬ 
sels  should,  consequently,  be  navigated  with 
extreme  caution  when  approaching  the  Port. 

It  is  prohibited  to  all  Vessels  to  enter  in¬ 
wards  between  Point  Grey  and  the  buoy  (some¬ 
times  known  as  Spanish  Banks  buoy,  close 
Northward  of  that  point). 

10.  Positions  of  Examination  Vessels: — 

(i.)  About  one  and  one-half  miles  South- 
westward  from  Point  Atkinson. 

(ii.)  About  one-half  mile  Westward  from 
Point  Grey  buoy. 

(iii.)  A  Patrol  Vessel  one  mile  off  Ferguson 
Point. 

(All  vessels  other  than  small  craft 
should  report  to  Examination  Vessel 
referred  to  in  sub  -  paragraph  (i.) 
above.) 

11.  The  Port  is  normally  open  at  all  times 
and  in  all  weathers,  but  due  to  fog  or  other 
causes  the  Port  may  be  closed  by  the  authority 
of  the  Naval  Officer-in-Charge,  Vancouver. 

12.  During  fog,  all  incoming  vessels  must 
not  fail  to  contact  the  Examination  Vessel  in 
order  to  obtain  permission  and  detailed  instruc¬ 
tions  before  proceeding  inwards. 

The  Examination  Vessel,  will,  in  fog,  indi¬ 
cate  her  position  by  sounding  “  K  ”  in  Morse 
( — •  •  — )  when  other  vessels  are  believed  to  be 
in  the  vicinity. 

13.  The  Signals  indicating  Port  Closed  (three 
red  balls  vertical,  by  day,  or  three  red  lights 
vertical  by  night)  will  be  carried  by  the  Exami¬ 
nation  Vessel,  the  Point  Atkinson  Signal  Sta¬ 
tion  and  the  First  Narrows  Bridge  Signal 
Station.  These  lights  may  be  extinguished  in 
event  of  an  Air  Raid,  although  the  Port  may 
still  be  closed.  (See  paragraph  32.) 

14  A  vessel  desiring  to  communicate  with 
the  Examination  Vessel  should,  in  day  time, 
hoist  J.G.  (International)  and  at  night,  hoist 
a  red  light  over  a  white  light,  three  feet  apart. 

15.  Advice  to  Ship  Owners  and  Shipping 
Agents. 

(a)  Give  previous  written  notice  of  the  ex¬ 
pected  arrival  of  their  vessels  at  the 
Port  to  the  Chief  Examining  Officer, 
Vancouver,  and  furnish  a  copy  to  Chief 
Examining  Officer,  H.M.C.  Dockyard, 
Esquimalt,  B.C.,  stating  the  following 
particulars : 

(i.)  Name  of  Vessel. 

(ii.)  Date  and  time  due  at  the  Port. 

(iii.)  Appearance  and  distinguishing 
features,  such  as  funnel  marks, 
etc. 
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(iv.)  Nature  of  cargo. 

(v.)  Ports  of  lading  and  Ports  of  dis¬ 
charge  of  cargo. 

(vi.)  Number  of  passengers,  if  any. 

( b )  See  that  their  vessels  are  provided  with 
a  complete  set  of  International  Code 
Flags;  also  with  two  white  and  two 
red  lanterns,  ready  and  available  for 
use;  in  addition  to  the  regular  Navi¬ 
gation  Lights. 

NOTE  :  For  the  convenience  of  ships’  owners 
and  shipping  agents,  a  supply  of  necessary 
forms  (Form  XI)  for  reporting  expected  arri¬ 
vals,  can  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  Vancouver,  B.C. 

Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft  Wishing 

to  enter  the  Port. 

16.  Small  craft  of  not  over  120  tons  net  ton¬ 
nage  will  be  identified  by  the  following  pro¬ 
cedure.  They  will  close  and  identify  them¬ 
selves  to  one  of  the  Examination  Vessels,  or, 
by  Day  only,  to  the  Point  Atkinson  Signal 
Station.  They  must  then  approach  the  Patrol 
Vessel  stationed  one  mile  off  Ferguson  Point 
for-  further  identification. 

Failure  to  comply  strictly  with  these  Regula¬ 
tions  will  be  considered  a  hostile  act  and  will 
be  dealt  with  accordingly. 

A  series  of  short  blasts  on  the  whistle  (not 
less  than  five)  or  shox*t  flashes  from  a  lamp, 
will  be  the  signal  for  vessels  of  this  class  to 
close  the  Examination  Vessel  or  Patrol  Vessel 
immediately. 

Vessels  towing  logs  shall  make  the  Morse 
signal  “A”(.  — )  and  the  Examination  Steam¬ 
er  and  the  Ferguson  Point  Patrol  Vessel  when 
free  from  other  duties  will  close  and  identify 
the  towing  vessel. 

PART  II.— INTERNAL  MOVEMENT. 

17.  The  Chief  Examining  Officer,  Vancouver, 
has  authority  over  the  movements  of  all  vessels 
in  the  Port  of  Vancouver  and  its  vicinity. 

Restriction  on  Merchant  Vessels  Entering  Cer¬ 
tain  Areas  in  the  Port. 

18.  Both  navigation  and  anchorage  is  prohib¬ 
ited  within  the  following  area  off  Ferguson  Point 
(Lat.  49°  18'  06"  N.,  Long.  123°  09'  28"  W.), 
indicated  by  lines  joining  the  following  points : — 

A.  025°,  0.75  miles  from  Ferguson  Point. 

B.  205°,  0.75  miles  from  Ferguson  Point. 

C.  295°,  1.0  miles  from  B. 

D.  295°,  1.0  miles  from  A. 

(a.)  Gillnet  fishing  is  prohibited  in  the  area 
North  of  a  line  drawn  West  “  true  ”  from  Si- 
wash  Rock  and  East  of  a  line  drawn  South 
“  true  ”  from  Point  Atkinson. 

Routes  to  be  followed. 

19.  There  are  no  special  prohibitions  with 
regard  to  routes  once  the  Defences  have  been 
passed,  unless  such  may  become  necessary  sub¬ 
sequent  to  the  date  of  these  Regulations.  These 
will  be  published  as  amendments  in  Notices  to 
Mariners.  (See  also  paragraph  18  above.) 

Speed  Limits. 

20.  The  speed  of  Merchant  Vessels  within 
the  harbour  entrance  is  not  to  exceed  the  mini¬ 
mum  compatible  with  safe  navigation. 

Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft,. 

21.  The  seaward  limits  of  Vancouver  Harbour 
are  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  2.  All  owners 
and  Masters  of  vessels  of  less  than  120  tons 
net,  propelled  by  machinery,  are  required  in 
addition  to  any  Certificate  of  Registry  or 
Licence  necessary,  to  obtain  a  Naval  Recogni¬ 
tion  Number  from  the  Chief  Examining  Officer, 
408,  Marine  Building,  Vancouver. 

This  number  does  not  exempt  vessels  carry¬ 
ing  it  from  reporting  to  Examination  Vessels. 
(See  also  paragraph  18.) 


Night,  Fog,  and  Thick  Weather  Restrictions. 

22.  In  the  Port  of  Vancouver,  movement  of 
small  craft  may  be  prohibited  at  night,  during 
fog,  or  in  thick  weather,  of  which  due  notice 
will  be  given. 

Patrol  of  Internal  Waterways  and  Approaches 
to  the  Port. 

23.  The  Internal  Waterways  of  the  Port  and 
the  Approaches  thereto  will  be  patrolled  by 
Naval  Patrol  Craft. 

Captains,  Masters  and  others  in  charge  of 
Merchant  Vessels  are  hereby  warned  to  observe 
any  orders  given  by  the  Naval  Patrols.  All 
Merchant  Vessels  are  subject  to  inspection 
and  search  by  these  Patrols. 

Disobedience  of  orders  given  by  these  Patrols 
renders  a  Merchant  Vessel  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

Use  of  Wireless  T elegraphy ,  Wireless  Telephony 
and  Sound  Signallmg . 

24.  The  use  of  any  of  the  above  methods  of 
communicating  or  signalling,  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever,  is  forbidden  in  the  harbours  of 
Canada. 

For  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  above,  the 
wireless  telegraph  office  or  offices  of  such  ships 
will  be  sealed  by  the  Radio  Inspector  of  the 
Department  of  Transport  or  a  Customs  Official 
acting  for  him,  boarding  the  vessel  on  arrival 
in  Port. 

During  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in  harbour, 
access  to  the  wireless  telegraph  office  will  only 
be  allowed  under  the  following  conditions: 

If  the  vessel  is  remaining  in  harbour  for 
some  time  so  that  it  is  necessary  for  wireless 
staff  to  have  access  to  the  office  in  order  to 
attend  to  batteries,  etc.,  the  Master  of  the 
Merchant  Vessel  will  be  responsible  for 
notifying  the  Radio  Inspector  or  Customs 
Officer  that  such  access  will  be  required,  in 
order  that  the  latter  may  arrange  for  the 
breaking  of  the  seals.  The  Master  will  be 
held  responsible  that  no  messages  are  trans¬ 
mitted  while  the  office  is  open  and  should 
state  for  how  long  access  is  required,  so  that 
the  Radio  Inspector  or  Customs  Officer  may 
afterwards  go  on  board  and  reseal  the  office. 
Any  breach  of  these  Regulations  renders  the 
Master  of  an  offending  ship  liable  to  penalties, 
and  to  the  confiscation  of  the  wireless  appara¬ 
tus  of  his  ship. 

PART  III.— LEAVING  THE  PORT. 

Steps  necessary  on  the  part  of  Masters-  or 

Agents  before  a  Vessel  may  leave  the  Port. 

25.  No  vessel  may  leave  the  Port  of  Vancou¬ 
ver  without  permission  from  the  Detaining 
Authority  (i.e.  Collector  of  National  Revenue 
(Customs  Division)),  in  writing.  When  a 
Merchant  Vessel  desires  to  leave  the  Port,  the 
Master  or  Shipping  Agent  will  inform  the 
Detaining  Authority  who  will  decide  whether 
the  ship  may  depart  or  not.  No  vessel  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  when  the  Port  is  closed. 

Normally,  Merchant  Vessels  will  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  Port  of  Vancouver  at  any  hour, 
day  or  night,  providing  the  Port  is  open. 

Detaining  Authority  is  to  keep  the  Chief 
Examining  Officer  informed  of  all  ships  that 
have  permission  to  leave  the  Port. 

26.  The  Master  of  any  vessel  in  the  Port  of 
Vancouver  who  is  in  any  doubt  as  to  these  Regu¬ 
lations,  or  as  to  any  measure  he  should  take 
before  leaving  the  Port,  should  communicate 
with  the  Naval  Control  Service,  Marine  Build¬ 
ing,  Vancouver,  B.C.  All  information  regard¬ 
ing  mine  warnings  and  route  instructions  can 
also  be  obtained  from  the  Naval  Control  Service. 

27.  Should  the  Port  be  closed  to  outgoing 
Merchant  Vessels,  a  Blue  Flag  will  be  hoisted 
at  Brockton  Point. 

PART  IV.— PILOTAGE. 

28.  Pilotage  is  not  compulsory  for  vessels 
entering  the  Port  of  Vancouver  but,  owing  to 
the  uncertainty  of  conditions  and  the  measures 
which  it  may  be  necessary  to  put  into  effect  at 
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any  time,  Masters  of  Vessels  over  120  tons  net 
tonnage  are  advised  to  employ  a  Pilot  of  the 
B.C.  Pilotage  Authority  when  entering  Van¬ 
couver  Harbour. 

29.  Any  damage  caused  either  to  his  own 
vessel  or  other  property  which  could  have  been 
avoided  by  the  employment  of  a  Pilot  will  be 
the  Master’s  own  responsibility. 

30.  As  a  general  rule  vessels  bound  for  Van¬ 
couver  will  have  already  embarked  a  Pilot 
prior  to  their  arrival.  If  no  Pilot  is  aboard,  one 
may  be  embarked  off  Point  Atkinson.  If  no 
previous  application  for  a  Pilot  has  been  made, 
application  may  be  made  to  the  Examination 
Vessel.  Pilots  may  be  disembarked  as  con¬ 
venient. 

31.  Since  the  Pilots  are  in  possession  of  the 
various  instructions  regarding  signals  which 
may  be  made  to  incoming  Merchant  Vessels 
by  the  Shore  Defences,  it  is  unlikely  that 
Masters  will,  without  the  aid  of  a  Pilot  be  able 
to  carry  out  the  necessary  Signal  procedure, 
or  obey  their  purport. 

PART  V.— AIR  RAID,  ETC. 

32.  In  the  event  of  an  air  raid  alarm  being 
made  while  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  within  the 
limits  of.  the  Port,  the  Master  is,  if  his  vessel 
be  under  way,  to  darken  ship  completely  and 
anchor  immediately. 

Vessels  at  anchor  may  only  exhibit  their 
anchor  lights  if  necessary  to  avoid  being  run 
down  by  a  vessel  underway. 

Vessels  anchored  or  alongside  are  to  be 
prepared  to  slip  and  get  under  way  at  a 
moment’s  notice. 

33.  Any  anti-aircraft  guns  carried  are  to  be 
manned,  but  guns  are  not  to  be  fired  without 
specific  instructions  from  competent  military 
authorities  in  charge  of  the  A/A  defences  of 
the  port,  unless  vessel  itself  is  attacked.

1.  T  TNTIL  further  notice  the  following  Regu- 

'-J  lations  which  cancel  all  former  Public 
Traffic  Regulations,  are  to  be  observed  by  all 
Merchant  Vessels  (see  definition  Paragraph  5) 
approaching  or  within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of 
Prince  Rupert. 

2.  The  limits  of  the  Port  for  the  purposes 
of  these  Regulations  are: — 

(i)  In  Metlakatla  Passage  from  the  extreme 
top  of  Auriole  Point  to  the  Eastern  side 
of  Carolina  Island. 

(ii)  The  Examination  Line  mentioned  in 
Paragraph  22  (ii). 

3.  These  Regulations  are  supplementary  to 
the  general  rules  and  regulations  issued  in 
Admiralty  Notice  to  Mariners  No.  1,  1941,  and 
to  Canadian  Notices  to  Mariners,  No.  52  of 
1939,  and  to  such  other  orders  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  shipping  as  may  be  issued  from  time 
to  time. 

4.  Unless  over-ruled  by  these  Regulations, 
the  ordinary  Port  Regulations  are  to  be  ad¬ 
hered  to. 

5.  Definitions  for  the  purpose  of  these  Regu¬ 
lations  : — 

(a)  “Fog”  or  “thick  weather”  is  considered 
to  exist  when  it  is  impossible,  owing  to 
meteorological  or  other  conditions  affect¬ 
ing  visibility,  to  communicate  between 
the  Examination  Vessel  and  approaching 
ships  at  a  distance  of  one  mile. 

( b )  Small  craft  refers  to  all  Merchant  Ves¬ 
sels  not  over  120  tons  net  tonnage,  other 
than  those  wearing  the  White  Ensign  or 
a  foreign  Naval  Ensign. 

(c)  The  term  Merchant  Vessel  includes  all 
Merchant  Vessels  over  120  tons  net, 
other  than  the  Examination  Vessels  and 
British  and  foreign  War  Vessels. 

(d)  “Official  Night”  refers  to  the  period 
between  fifteen  minutes  after  sunset  to 
fifteen  minutes  before  sunrise. 

(e)  The  Examination  Anchorage  is  an 
Anchorage  assigned  for  the  purpose  of 
detaining  vessels  for  detailed  examina¬ 
tion. 

(/)  Examining  Officers:  the  officer  of  the 
Examination  Vessel  who  examines  in¬ 
coming  vessels. 

PART  I— ENTRANCE  TO  THE  PORT 

6.  Instructions  for  Merchant  Vessels  Wish¬ 
ing  to  Enter. — All  Merchant  Vessels  must  pass 
through  the  Examination  Service  before  they 
will  be  permitted  to  enter  the  Port.  Masters 
must  have  way  off  their  vessels  on  reaching 
the  Examination  Vessel,  particularly  in  foggy 
weather,  or  they  are  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

7.  All  orders  and  instructions  necessary  to 
enable  a  Merchant  Vessel  to  enter  the  Port 
will  be  given  by  the  Examining  Officer  whose 
orders  are  to  be  implicitly  obeyed.  Dis¬ 
obedience  will  render  a  Merchant  Vessel  liable 
to  be  fired  on. 

8.  If  through  congestion  of  traffic  or  for  any 
reason  the  Examining  Officer  cannot  at  once 
pass  Vessels  into  the  Port,  he  will  order  them 
to  proceed  to  and  anchor  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage  and  there  await  further  orders. 

9.  Masters  of  Vessels  are  specially  warned 
that  it  may  become  necessary  in  the  event  of 
an  attack  on  the  Port  being  imminent  to  re¬ 
move  buoys  or  extinguish  lights  without  notice. 
Vessels,  should,  consequently,  be  navigated 
with  extreme  caution  when  approaching  the 
Port. 

10.  Position  of  Examination  Vessel. 

(i)  In  the  vicinity  of  a  line  drawn  from 
Lima  Point-Georgia  Rock-Bacon  Rock. 

(ii)  In  Metlakatla  Passage  in  the  vicinity  of 
Ritchie  Island. 

11.  The  Port  of  Prince  Rupert  will  normally 
be  open  day  and  night.  During  fog  or  “  thick 
weather  ”  it  may  be  closed  if  deemed  advisable, 
by  the  authority  of  the  Naval  Officer-in-Charge! 
It  may  also  be  closed  at  any  other  time  if 
extreme  urgency  requires  it. 
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12.  During'  fog',  the  Examination  Vessels 
will  sound  “  K  ”  in  Morse  ( — . — )  to  indicate 
her  position  when  other  vessels  are  believed  to 
be  in  the  vicinity. 

13.  The  Port  Closed  Signals. — The  Signals 
indicating  Port  Closed  (3  red  balls  vertical  by 
day  or  3  red  lights  vertical  by  night)  will  be 
exhibited  as  follows: —  viz: — 

(i)  By  the  Examination  Vessels,  instead  of 
the  3  white  lights  carried  when  the  port 
is  open. 

(ii)  At  Barrett  Point.  (Port  closed  signals 
may  also  be  displayed  at  Signal  Station 
on  East  Kinahan  Island). 

14.  A  vessel  desiring  to  communicate  with 
the  Examination  Vessel  should,  in  daytime, 
hoist  J.G.  (International)  and  at  night,  hoist 
a  red  light  over  a  white  light,  three  feet  apart. 

15.  Advice  to  Ship  Owners  and  Shipping 
Agents. 

(a)  Give  previous  written  notice  of  the  ex¬ 
pected  arrival  of  their  vessels  at  the 
Port  to  the  Chief  Examining  Officer, 
Prince  Rupert,  B.C.,  stating  the  follow¬ 
ing  particulars: — 

(i)  Name  of  Vessel. 

(ii)  Date  and  time  due  at  Port. 

(iii)  Appearance  and  distinguishing- 
features,  sueh  as  funnel  marks,  etc. 

(iv)  Nature  of  cargo. 

(v)  Ports  of  lading  and  Ports  of  dis¬ 
charge  of  cargo. 

(vi)  Number  of  passengers,  if  any. 

(h)  See  that  their  vessels  are  provided  with 
a  complete  set  of  International  Code 
Flags;  also  with  two  white  and  two  red 
lanterns,  ready  and  available  for  use; 
in  addition  to  the  regular  Navigation 
Lights. 

Note. — For  the  convenience  of  shipowners 
and  Shipping  Agents,  a  supply  of  necessary 
forms  (Form  XI)  for  reporting  expected  ar¬ 
rivals,  can  be  obtained  upon  application  to  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  Prince  Rupert,  B.C. 

16.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft 
wishing  to  enter  the  Port. — Small  craft  which 
are  unable  to  carry  any  Signals  through  lack 
of  equipment  must  contact  one  of  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Vessels  which  will  make  the  necessary 
arrangements  for  the  small  craft  to  enter. 
Such  small  craft  must  not  proceed  inwards 
until  permission  is  given  by  the  Examination 
Vessel  or  they  will  be  fired  on.  (See  also 
paragraph  22.) 

17.  (i)  It  is  prohibited  for  any  vessel  to 
engage  in  fishing  at  the  main  entrance 
to  Prince  Rupert  Hai-bour  as  defined  by 
the  following  limits: — 

To  the  North  by  the  Boom  Defences. 
To  the  South  by  Examination  Line 
mentioned  in  Paragraph  22  (ii). 

(ii)  It  is  prohibited  for  tugs  to  tow  log 
booms  through  the  Boom  Defence,  with¬ 
out  special  permission  from  Naval 
Officer-in-Chai'ge,  Prince  Rupert. 

18.  There  ai~e  no  special  prohibitions  with 
regard  to  routes  once  the  defences  have  been 
passed,  unless  such  as  may  become  necessary 
subsequent  to  the  date  of  these  Regulations. 
These  will  be  published  as  Amendments  in 
Notices  to  Mariners. 

PART  II— INTERNAL  MOVEMENT 

19.  The  Chief  Examining  Officer,  Pi’ince 
Rupert,  has  authority  over  the  movements  of 
all  vessels  in  the  Port  of  Prince  Rupert  and  its 
vicinity. 

20.  Prohibited  Areas. — Fern  Passage,  which 
includes  the  area  from  a  line  from  Ritchie 
Point  to  Pethick  Point  on  the  North,  South¬ 
ward  to  Butze  Point,  including  Seal  Cove,  is 
prohibited  to  all  Commercial  or  Private  Vessels. 

Morse  Basin,  Southward  from  Butze  Point 
is  restricted  in  so  far  as  to  prevent  any  inter¬ 
ference  with  Aircraft  by  any  Private  or  Com¬ 
mercial  Vessels. 

In  the  case  of  certain  small  craft,  exemption 
from  this  restriction  may  be  granted  at  the  dis¬ 


ci-etion  of  Area  Commander,  Prince  Rupert, 
who  may  issue  necessary  written  pass. 

Speed  Limits. — The  speed  of  Merchant  Ves¬ 
sels  within  the  harbour  enti'ances  is  not  to 
exceed  six  knots  through  the  water  or  such 
lower  speed  as  necessax'y  to  pi'event  damage 
whilst  passing  thi'ough  the  Boom  Defences. 

22.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft. 

(i)  All  owners  and  masters  of  any  kind  of 
Merchant  Vessels,  including  small  yachts 
and  pleasure  craft  of  less  than  120  tons 
net,  propelled  by  machinery,  are  required 
in  addition  to  any  Cei'tificate  of  Registi’y 
or  Licence  necessary,  to  obtain  a  Naval 
Recognition  Number  from  the  Chief 
Examining  Officer,  Pi-ince  Rupert. 

This  number  does  not  exempt  vessels 
carrying  it  from  repoi-ting  to  Examina¬ 
tion  Vessel. 

(ii)  Small  craft  may  be  under  way  inside 
the  harbour  in  clear  weather  dui’ing  day¬ 
light.  During  such  times  they  may  go 
outside  the  Boom  Defences,  but  if  they 
go  beyond  a  line  referi’ed  to  as  the  Ex¬ 
amination  Line  joining  Lima  Point- 
Georgia  Rock-Bacon  Rock  thence  to  Rid¬ 
ley  Island,  they  must  communicate  with 
the  Examination  Vessel  before  retuiming 
into  hai-bour. 

(iii)  Private  boats  will  only  be  allowed  to  be

23.  Night,  Fog,  and  Thick  Weather  Restric¬ 
tions. — In  the  Port  of  Prince  Rupert,  movement 
of  small  craft  may  be  pi'ohibited  at  night  or 
during  “  thick  weather,”  of  which  due  notice 
will  be  given. 

24.  Patrol  of  Internal  Waterways  and 
Approaches  to  the  Ports. — The  Intei’nai  Watei-- 
ways  of  the  Poi't  and  the  Approaches  thereto 
will  be  patrolled  by  Naval  Patrol  Craft. 

Captains,  Masters  and  others  in  charge  of 
Mei-chant  Vessels  are  hereby  warned  to  obsei’ve 
any  orders  given  by  the  Naval  Patrols.  All 
Mei-chant  Vessels  ai’e  subject  to  inspection  and 
search  by  these  Pati’ols.

25.  Use  of  Wireless  Telegraphy,  Wireless 
Telephony  and  Sound  Signalling . — The  use  of 
any  of  the  above  methods  of  communicating  ox- 
signalling,  for  any  purpose  whatsoever,  is 
foxbidden  iix  the  harbours  of  Canada. 

For  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  above,  the 
wii-eless  telegraph  office  or  offices  of  such  ships 
will  be  sealed  by  the  Radio  Inspector  of  the 
Depai'tment  of  Ti-anspoi’t  or  a  Customs  Official 
acting  for  him,  boarding  the  vessel  on  arrival 
in  Pox-t. 

During  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in  harbour,

PART  III— LEAVING  THE  PORT 

26.  Steps  Necessary  on  the  Part  of  Master 
or  Agents  before  a  Vessel  May  Leave  the 
Port. — No  vessel  may  leave  the  Port  of  Prince 
Rupert  without  permission  from  the  Detaining 
Authority  (i.e.,  Collector  of  Customs,  National 
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Revenue  (Customs  Division)),  in  writing. 
When  a  Merchant  Vessel  desires  to  leave  the 
Port,  the  Master  or  Shipping  Agent  will  in¬ 
form  the  Detaining  Authority  who  will  decide 
whether  the  ship  may  depart  or  not.  No  vessel 
will  be  allowed  to  leave  the  Port  when  it  is 
closed. 

(ii)  Normally,  Merchant  Vessels  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  the  Port  of  Prince 
Rupert  at  any  hour  of  day  or  night 
providing  the  Port  is  open. 

(iii)  Detaining  Authority  is  to  keep  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer  informed  of 
all  ships  with  permission  to  leave  the 
Port. 

27.  In  addition  to  the  above,  Masters  of  Ves¬ 
sels  wishing  to  leave  the  Port  must  contact  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer  immediately  before 
casting  off  from  their  berth  and  obtain  the 
Code  of  Signals  indicating  that  the  Boom  Gate 
is  open  for  them.  Previous  notice  two  hours 
before  leaving  must  be  given  in  order  to  receive 
any  special  instructions  which  may  be  neces¬ 
sary. 

If  two  vessels  are  due  at  the  Boom  Gate  at 
or  nearly  the  same  time,  priority  will  be  given 
to  the  Vessel  having  the  tide  in  her  favour. 

This  paragraph  cancels  Canadian  Notice  to 
Mariners,  No.  83  of  1941,  Pacific  23. 

PART  IV— PILOTAGE 

28.  Pilotage  is  compulsory  for  all  Merchant 
Vessels  over  120  tons  net,  entering  or  leaving 
Prince  Rupert  Harbour. 

The  only  exemption  from  this  Regulation 
will  be  made  in  favour  of  regular  Coastwise 
Vessels  frequenting  the  Port  of  Prince  Rupert. 
Application  for  exemption  must  be  made  to  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  Prince  Rupert,  B.C. 

(ii)  Pilots  may  be  embarked  at  Triple  Island 
for  inbound  Vessels  and  disembarked 
at  the  same  or  any  other  point  as  con¬ 
venient. 

PART  V— AIR  RAIDS,  ETC. 

29.  In  the  event  of  an  air  raid  alarm  made 
while  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  within  the  limits 
of  the  Port,  the  Master  is,  if  his  Vessel  be 
under  way,  to  darken  ship  completely  and 
anchor  immediately. 

Vessels  at  anchor  may  only  exhibit  their 
anchor  lights  if  necessary  to  avoid  being  run 
down  by  a  Vessel  under  way. 

Vessels  anchored  or  alongside  are  to  be  pre¬ 
pared  to  slip  and  get  under  way  at  a  moment’s 
notice. 

30.  Any  anti-aircraft  guns  carried  are  to  be 
manned,  but  guns  are  not  to  be  fired  without 
specific  instructions  from  competent  Military 
Authorities  in  charge  of  the  Anti-Aircraft 
Defences  of  the  Port,  unless  Vessel  itself  is 
attacked.

YORK  ISLAND  EXAMINATION  SERVICE. 
Public  Traffic  Regulations. 

By  Order  of  the  Commanding  Officer, 
Pacific  Coast,  Esquimalt,  B.C. 

1.  T  TNTIL  further  orders  the  following  Regu- 

U  lations  are  to  be  observed  by  all  Mer¬ 
chant  Vessels  approaching  or  moving  within 
the  immediate  vicinity  of  York  Island,  British 
Columbia.  Public  Traffic  Regulations  for  York 
Island  dated  November  4th,  1939,  are  hereby 
cancelled. 

2.  These  Regulations  are  supplementary  to 
the  general  rules  and  Regulations  issued  in 
Admiralty  Notice  to  Mariners,  No.  1  of  1941, 
and  Canadian  Notice  to  Mariners,  No.  52  of 
1939,  and  to  such  other  orders  for  the  regula¬ 
tion  of  shipping  as  may  be  issued  from  time 
to  time. 

3.  Merchant  Vessels  approaching  York  Island 
are  especially  cautioned  against  making  use  of 
Private  Signals  of  any  description,  either  by 
day  or  night.  The  use  of  such  signals  will 
render  Merchant  Vessels  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

4.  All  Merchant  Vessels  must  pass  through 
the  Examination  Service  before  they  will  be 
permitted  to  pass  York  Island  Southbound. 
Masters  must  have  the  way  off  their  vessels  on 
reaching  the  Examination  Vessel,  particularly  in 
foggy  weather,  or  they  are  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

Small  vessels  when  Northbound  are  not 
obliged  to  report  to  the  Examination  Vessel 
but  should  proceed  with  caution  and  keep  a 
good  lookout  for  any  signals,  and  for  any 
action  on  the  part  of  the  Examination  Vessel 
which  might  be  designed  to  cause  the  passing 
vessel  to  stop. 

All  other  Merchant  Vessels  when  North¬ 
bound  should  slow  down  and  approach  the 
Examination  Vessel  before  continuing  on  their 
voyage. 

5.  All  orders  and  instructions  necessary  to 
enable  a  vessel  to  pass  York  Island  will  be 
given  by  the  Examining  Officer,  whose  orders 
and  instructions  are  to  be  implicitly  obeyed. 
Disobedience  will  render  a  Merchant  Vessel 
liable  to  be  fired  on. 

6.  As  a  general  rule,  Merchant  Vessels  will 
be  examined  by  the  Examining  Officer  in  the 
order  of  their  arrival. 

7.  Should  the  Examining  Officer  deem  it 
necessary,  he  may  direct  a  Merchant  Vessel  to 
the  Examination  Anchorage. 

8.  Any  Merchant  Vessel  attempting  to  leave 
the  Examination  Anchorage  without  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  Examining  Officer  will  be  liable 
to  be  fired  on. 

9.  Fishing  vessels  and  other  small  craft  will 
be  identified  and  allowed  to  proceed  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible,  but  must  on  no  account 
fail  to  report  to  the  Examination  Vessel  when 
Southbound.  (See  Paragraph  4.) 

10.  Examination  Vessels. — Examination  ves¬ 
sel  will  be  found  in  the  vicinity  of  a  line  drawn 
south  magnetic  from  Jesse  Island,  normally 
towards  the  southern  end  of  that  line. 

Examination  vessel  can  be  distinguished  by 
the  following  marks: 

By  Day:  She  will  fly  a  Blue  Ensign.  At 
the  foremasthead  she  will  fly  the  special  exami¬ 
nation  flag,  which  has  a  white  and  red  hori¬ 
zontal  strip  surrounded  by  a  blue  border. 

By  Night:  In  addition  to  the  ordinary 
navigation  lights,  3  white  lights  vertically, 
6  feet  apart,  in  a  position  where  they  are  clearly 
visible  all  round  the  horizon. 

11.  Restrictions  on  merchant  vessels  entering 
certain  areas.  Routes  to  be  followed: — 

Such  restrictions  as  may  be  necessary  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Senior  Naval  Officer  will  be 
promulgated  in  Notice  to  Mariners,  subsequent 
to  the  date  of  these  Regulations. 
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12.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft 
Operating  in  Vicinity  of  Defences. — All  owners 
and  Masters  are  required,  in  addition  to  any 
licence  necessary,  to  obtain  and  produce  on 
demand,  a  permit  for  the  operation  of  such 
craft,  signed  by  the  Chief  Examining  Officer. 

13.  Lights  to  be  Shown  or  Obscured  at  Night 
in  the  Examination  Anchorage  and  in  the 
Vicinity  of  the  Defences. 

(a)  By  all  Merchant  Vessels: 

(i)  When  under  way — the  regulation 
lights  are  to  be  displayed. 

(ii)  When  at  anchor  or  secured — nor¬ 
mally,  no  lights  are  to  be  visible 
from  outboard. 

( b )  When  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  under  way, 
other  Merchant  Vessels  are  to  show 
Anchor  Lights  until  such  Vessel  is 
anchored  or  secured.  Vessels  at  anchor 
in  the  Examination  Anchorage  are  to 
obscure  their  lights  when  the  vessel 
under  way  is  clear  of  the  Examination 
Anchorage. 

(c)  Merchant  Vessels  at  anchor  in  the 
Examination  Anchorage  during  dark 
hours  are  to  have  the  normal  brilliancy 
of  their  Steaming,  Bow,  or  Anchor 
Lights  reduced  by  50%.  All  lanterns 
to  be  screened  so  as  to  cut  off  all  light 
at  an  angle  of  20  degrees  above  the 
horizontal. 

14.  Other  Lights. — No  lights  aloft,  on  deck 
or  between  deck,  except  those  mentioned  in 
paragraph  13,  and  such  lights  as  are  necessary 
for  authorized  signalling  purposes,  shall  be 
permitted  to  be  visible  from  any  point  outside 
the  vessel. 

It  is  imperative  that  Masters  and  others  in 
charge  of  Merchant  Vessels  should  see  that 
these  Regulations,  which  are  made  for  their 
own  protection,  are  carried  out. 

15.  Official  Night. — Is  to  commence  15  minutes 
after  sunset  and  to  terminate  15  minutes  before 
sunrise.

NOTICE  TO  MARINERS. 
PORT  OF  NEW  WESTMINSTER. 


Public  Traffic  Regulations,  No.  1. 

By  Order  of  the  Naval  Officer  charged  with 
the  Administration  of  the  Port  of  New 
Westminster,  B.C. 

1.  T  TNTIL  further  notice  the  following  Regu- 
lations  are  to  be  observed  by  all 
Merchant  Vessels  (see  definition  in  paragraph 
6)  approaching  or  moving  within  the  limits  of 
the  Port  of  New  Westminster. 

2.  The  limits  of  the  Port  are: — 

That  portion  of  the  lower  main  Fraser  River 
from  the  mouth  of  the  river,  including  adja¬ 
cent  waters  of  the  Gulf  of  Georgia,  to  the  east¬ 
erly  end  of  Douglas  Island,  at  the  mouth  of 
Pitt  River,  above  Port  Mann;  and  that  portion 
of  the  north  arm  of  the  river  from  its  conflu¬ 
ence  with  the  main  river  at  the  city  of  New 
Westminster,  to  the  west  end  of  Poplar  Island. 

Masters  of  vessels  are  specially  warned  that 
it  may  become  necessary  in  the  event  of  an 
attack  on  the  port  being  imminent  to  remove 
buoys  or  extinguish  lights  without  notice.  Ves¬ 
sels  should,  consequently,  be  navigated  with 
extreme  caution  when  approaching  the  port. 

3.  The  ordinary  Regulations  of  the  Port  are 
to  be  adhered  to,  except  where  varied  by  these 
Regulations. 


4.  International  Rule  of  the  .Road  to  be 
strictly  followed  except  as  provided  in  By-law 
No.  60  of  The  New  Westminster  Harbour  Com¬ 
missioners,  reading: 

“  All  vessels  navigating  the  Fraser  River 
between  Shoal  Point,  Annacis  Island,  eighteen 
cables  below  the  Fraser  River  Bridge,  and 
Liverpool  eight  and  one-half  cables  above  the 
said  Bridge,  shall  keep  to  that  side  of  the  Main 
Channel  which  lies  on  the  Port  side  of  such 
vessel,  and  in  passing  through  the  draw  of  the 
Fraser  River  Bridge  shall  use  the  Port  draw 
both  coming  down  and  going  up  the  River.” 

5.  Use  of  Wireless  Telegraphy,  Wireless 
Telephony  and  Sound  Signalling. 

The  use  of  any  of  the  above  methods  of 
communicating  or  signalling,  for  any  purpose 
whatsoever,  is  forbidden  in  the  harbours  of 
Canada. 

For  the  proper  enforcement  of  the  above, 
the  wireless  telegraph  office  or  offices  of  such 
ships  will  be  sealed  up  by  the  Radio  Inspector 
of  the  Department  of  Transport  boarding  the 
vessel  on  arrival  in  port. 

During  the  stay  of  the  vessel  in  harbour, 
access  to  the  wireless  telegraph  office  will  only 
be  allowed  under  the  following  conditions: — 

If  the  vessel  is  remaining  in  harbour  for 
some  time  so  that  it  is  necessary  for  wireless 
staff  to  have  access  to  the  office  in  order  to 
attend  to  batteries,  etc.,  the  Master  of  the 
merchant  vessel  will  be  responsible  for  noti¬ 
fying  the  Radio  Inspector  that  such  access 
will  be  required,  in  order  that  the  latter  may 
arrange  for  the  breaking  of  the  seals.  The 
Master  will  be  held  responsible  that  no  mes¬ 
sages  are  transmitted  while  the  office  is  open 
and  should  state  for  how  long  access  is  re¬ 
quired,  so  that  the  Radio  Inspector  may 
afterwards  go  on  board  and  reseal  the  office. 
Any  breach  of  these  regulations  renders  the 
Master  of  an  offending  ship  liable  to  penalties, 
and  to  the  confiscation  of  the  wireless  appa¬ 
ratus  of  his  ship. 

6.  Definitions. — For  the  purpose  of  these 
Regulations — 

(a)  Fog  \  is  considered  to  exist  when  it 

is  impossible,  owing  to  mete¬ 
orological  or  other  conditions 

(b)  Thick  affecting  visibility,  to  com- 
Weather  i  municate  between  the  Exam¬ 
ination  Steamer  and  the  Ex¬ 
amination  Battery  by  visual 
signals. 

(c)  The  term  “Merchant  Vessel”  includes 
all  vessels  other  than  the  Examination 
Steamers  and  British  and  Foreign  War 
Vessels. 

(d)  The  term.  “Small  Craft”  refers  to  fish¬ 
ing  vessels  ordinarily  frequenting  the 
port,  and  small  coasting  vessels  of  not 
over  120  tons  net,  other  than  those  fly¬ 
ing  the  White  Ensign  or  a  Foreign 
Naval  Flag. 

( e )  Examination  Steamer. — This  term  in¬ 
cludes  any  vessel  employed  in  the  Exam¬ 
ination  Service  which  displays  the  sig¬ 
nals  specified  in  paragraph  19. 

(/)  The  Examining  Officer  is  the  Officer  of 
the  Examination  Service,  normally  in 
the  Examination  Steamer,  who  examines 
merchant  vessels  wishing  to  enter  a  De¬ 
fended  Port  prior  to  their  entry.  As  a 
result  of  his  examination,  he  permits,  or 
does  not  permit,  a  merchant  vessel  to 
enter  the  Defended  Port. 

(g)  The  Examination  Area  is  that  area  be¬ 
yond  which  the  vessel  must  not  proceed 
without  approval  of  the  Examining 
Officer. 

(h)  The  Examination  Anchorage  is  an 
anchorage  assigned  for  the  purpose  of 
detaining  vessels  for  detailed  examina¬ 
tion. 

(0  Speed  in  these  regulations  refers  to 
speed  over  the  land. 
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PART  I.— ENTRANCE  TO  THE  PORT 

7.  Advice  to  Shipowners  and  Shipping  Agents 

Shipowners  and  Shipping-  Agents  are  ad¬ 
vised  that,  in  their  own  interests,  and  in  order 
to  avoid  delays  to  their  vessels  in  their  recog¬ 
nition  by  and  passage  through  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Service,  they  should,  when  circumstances 
permit: — 

(a)  Give  previous  notice  of  the  expected  ar¬ 
rival  of  their  vessels  at  the  port  to  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  Vancouver, 
stating  the  following  particulars — 

(1)  Name  of  vessel. 

(2)  Date  and  time  due  at  the  port. 

(3)  Appearance  and  distinguishing  fea¬ 
tures,  such  as  funnel  marks,  etc. 

(4)  Nature  of  cargo,  particularly  dan- 
.  gerous  cargo. 

(5)  Ports  of  lading  and  ports  of  dis¬ 
charge  of  cargo. 

(6)  Number  of  passengers,  if  any. 

(7)  Nationality. 

( b )  See  that  their  vessels  are  provided  with 
a  complete  set  of  International  Code 
Flags,  also  with  two  white  and  two  red 
lanterns — ready  and  available  for  use — 
in  addition  to  the  regulation  navigation 
lights. 

Note. — For  the  convenience  of  Shipown¬ 
ers  and  Shipping  Agents,  a  supply 
of  necessary  forms  (Form  XI)  for 
reporting  expected  arrivals  can  be 
obtained  upon  application  to  the 
Chief  Examining  Officer,  Port  of 
Vancouver. 

Instruction  for  Merchant  Vessels  wishing  to 
Enter  the  Port. — -(For  Special  Regulations  for 
Small  Craft  wishing  to  enter  the  Port,  see 
paragraph  25). 

8.  Merchant  vessels  approaching  the  Port  of 
New  Westminster  are  especially  cautioned 
against  making  use  of  private  signals  of  any 
description,  either  by  day  or  night;  the  use  of 
such  signals  will  render  merchant  vessels  liable 
to  be  fired  on. 

9.  All  merchant  vessels  must  pass  through 
the  Examination  Service  before  they  will  be 
permitted  to  enter  the  Port.  Vessels  arriving 
from  United  States  Ports  without  first  passing 
through  Examination  Services  at  Esquimalt 
or  York  Island,  will  proceed  to  the  Examina¬ 
tion  Vessel  at  Vancouver  for  examination  be¬ 
fore  entering  the  Port.  Masters  must  have 
way  off  their  vessels  on  reaching  the  Exami¬ 
nation  steamer,  particularly  in  foggy  weather, 
or  they  are  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

10.  All  merchant  vessels  approaching  the 
Port  must  hoist  their  signal  letters  on  arriv¬ 
ing  within  visual  signal  distance  of  the  Exami¬ 
nation  Vessel  and  are  not  to  wait  for  the 
signal  “  What  is  the  name  of  your  vessel  ”  to 
be  made  from  the  Examination  Steamer  or 
Signal  Station. 

11.  Merchant  vessels  (other  than  Small 
Craft — for  instructions  for  which  see  para¬ 
graph  25)  wishing  to  enter  the  Port,  are  to 
proceed  to  the  Examination  Anchorage,  Van¬ 
couver  (to  which  they  will  be  directed  by  the 
Examination  Steamer),  and  there  anchor,  un¬ 
less  before  so  anchoring  they  are  given  per¬ 
mission  and  the  necessary  instructions  to  pro¬ 
ceed  into  the  Port  by  the  Examining  Officer. 
(For  definition  of  Small  Craft,  see  para¬ 
graph  6.) 

12.  All  orders  and  instructions  necessary  to 
enable  a  merchant  vessel  to  enter  the  Port  will 
be  given  by  the  Examining  Officer,  whose 
orders  and  instructions  are  to  be  implicitly 
obeyed.  Disobedience  will  render  a  merchant 
vessel  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

13.  As  a  general  rule,  merchant  vessels  will 
be  examined  by  the  Examining  Officer  in  the 
order  of  their  arrival  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage. 

14.  Any  merchant  vessel  attempting  to  leave 
the  Examination  Anchorage  without  permis¬ 
sion  from  the  Examining  Officer  will  be  liable 
to  be  fired  on. 


15.  Should  bad  weather  or  other  cause  pre¬ 
vent  a  merchant  vessel  anchoring  in  the  Ex¬ 
amination  Anchorage,  she  will  be  ordered  by 
the  Examining  Officer  to  remain  under  way 
in  the  Examination  Anchorage,  or  to  proceed 
to  sea,  and  will  not  be  permitted  to  enter  the 
Port  unless  she  can  be  identified  while  under 
way  by  the  Examining  Officer. 

16.  Port  dues  will  not  be  collected  from  mer¬ 
chant  vessels  which  close  the  Examination 
Steamer  solely  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining 
information. 

17.  Port  of  New  Westminster.  Normally, 
merchant  vessels  are  permitted  to  enter  the 
Port  by  day  and  by  night,  after  having  passed 
through  the  Examination  Service. 

For  Fog  and  Thick  Weather  Restrictions  on 
entry  into  the  Port,  see  paragraph  18. 

For  other  restrictions  on  entry  into  the  Port, 
see  paragraph  20,  “  Port  Closed,  etc.” 

18.  Night,  Fog,  and  Thick  Weather  Restric¬ 
tions. 

The  Port  of  New  Westminster  will  be  nor¬ 
mally  open  day  and  night,  but  during  fog  or 
thick  weather  it  may  be  closed,  if  deemed  ad¬ 
visable,  by  the  authority  of  the  Senior  Naval 
Officer.  It  may  also  be  closed  at  any  other 
time  if  extreme  urgency  requires  it. 

19.  Examination  Steamers. 

The  examination  vessels  will  be  found  in  the 
vicinity  of  a  line  drawn  from  Point  Grey  to 
Point  Atkinson. 

Examination  Steamers  will  be  known  by  the 
following  distinguishing  marks : — 

By  Day.  They  will  fly  a  special  flag — white 
and  red,  horizontal,  surrounded  by  a 
blue  border — at  the  fore  masthead,  and 
the  WHITE  ensign. 

Should  the  Port  be  closed  (see  para¬ 
graph  20)  they  will  hoist,  in  addition  to 
the  above,  three  red  balls  vertical,  6  feet 
apart,  in  a  position  where  they  are 
clearly  visible  all  round  the  horizon. 

By  Night.  They  will  carry  in  addition  to 
the  ordinary  navigation  lights,  three 
lights,  vertical,  6  feet  apart,  in  a  posi¬ 
tion  where,  they  are  clearly  visible  all 
round  the  horizon.  These  three  lights 
will  be  white  when  the  port  is  open, 
red  when  the  port  is  closed.  (See  para¬ 
graph  20.) 

20.  “  Port  Closed  ”  and  Signal  to  indicate 
this. — Meaning  of  the  Term. 

The  term  “  Port  Closed  ”  means  that  vessels 
are  not  permitted  to  proceed  inward  further 
than  the  Examination  Anchorage. 

The  Port  will  be  closed  as  stated  in  para¬ 
graph  18.  In  addition,  the  Port  may  be  closed 
at  any  other  time,  by  order  of  the  Senior  Naval 
Officer. 

21.  What  the  Signal  to  indicate  “  Port 
Closed  ”  is  and  where  it  is  Hoisted. 

The  signal  to  indicate  that  the  Port  is  closed 
is : — 

(i)  For  New  Westminster 

(а)  By  Day.  (1)  Three  red  balls 
hoisted  vertically,  6  feet  apart  in 
a  position  in  the  Sandhead  Light 
Vessel  (see  paragraph  19),  where 
they  are  clearly  visible  all  round 
the  horizon. 

(б)  By  Night.  (1)  Three  red  lights 
hoisted  vertically,  6  feet  apart,  in 
a  position  in  the  Sandhead  Light 
Vessel,  where  they  are  clearly  vis¬ 
ible  all  round  the  horizon,  in  lieu 
of  the  three  white  lights  hoisted 
when  the  Port  is  open  (see  para¬ 
graph  19). 

22.  Instructions  as  to  what  Merchant  Ves¬ 
sels  must  do  when  the  Port  is  closed. 

When  the  signals  specified  in  paragraph  21 
are  displayed,  the  Port  is  closed,  and  all  mer¬ 
chant  vessels  must  either  remain  in  the  Ex¬ 
amination  Anchorage,  or  other  suitable  anchor- 
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age,  or  proceed  to  sea.  No  merchant  vessel  is 
permitted  to  proceed  to  sea  from  the  Exami¬ 
nation  Anchorage  without  permission  from  the 
Examining  Officer.  (See  paragraph  14.) 

23.  Regulations  to  be  observed  when  in  the 
Examination  Anchorage. 

Except  to  save  life  or  to  avoid  accident,  or 
with  pi-evious  permission  from  the  Examining- 
Officer,  Masters  of  Merchant  Vessels  are  for¬ 
bidden  to: — 

(1)  Move  the  vessel  (see  paragraph  14). 

(2)  Communicate  in  any  way  with  the  shore 
or  with  other  vessels. 

(3)  Lower  any  boats. 

(4)  Work  cables. 

(5)  Allow  any  person  to  leave  the  vessel,  or 
any  part  of  the  vessel,  cargo,  stores,  etc., 
to  be  removed. 

Should  it  be  necessary,  in  order  to  save  life, 
or  to  avoid  accident,  to  do  any  of  these  things 
without  previous  permission  from  the  Examin¬ 
ing  Officer,  this  Officer  should  be  communicated 
with  at  once. 

24.  T o  get  into  Communication  with  the  Ex¬ 
amining  Officer  when  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage. 

(a)  By  Day. — Merchant  vessels  are  to  hoist 
flags  J.G.  International  Code. 

( b )  By  Night. — Merchant  vessels  are  to 
hoist  two  lights,  red  over  white,  3  feet 
apart  at  the  fore  masthead. 

25.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft 
wishing  to  Enter  the  Port. 

Small  craft  of  not  over  120  tons  net,  regu¬ 
larly  using  the  Port  of  New  Westminster  will 
be  identified  and  allowed  to  proceed  into  har¬ 
bour  direct  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  dur¬ 
ing  the  hours  of  daylight. 

They  should  close  Examination  tender  oper¬ 
ating  off  Garry  Point  for  this  purpose. 

PART  II.— INTERNAL  MOVEMENT. 

26.  Local  Authority  controlling  Internal 
Movement. 

The  Chief  Examining  Officer,  Vancouver, 
has  authority  over  the  movements  of  all  ves¬ 
sels  in  the  Port  of  New  Westminster  and  its 
vicinity. 

The  ordinary  regulations  of  the  Port  must 
be  strictly  adhered  to,  except  as  affected  by 
the  Public  Traffic  Regulations. 

The  Master  of  a  ship,  or  any  other  person, 
shall  obey  and  observe  all  orders  relating  to 
the  navigation  or  mooring  of  ships  in  the  har¬ 
bour  or  the  approaches  thereto,  or  any  signals 
from  or  any  orders,  whether  verbal  or  written, 
of  the  Competent  Naval  Authority  of  the  har¬ 
bour  or  any  Examining  Officer  or  other  officer 
acting  under  his  authority,  i-elating  to  such 
navigation  or  mooring. 

27.  Restrictions  on  Merchant  Vessels  Enter¬ 
ing  Certain  Areas  in.  the  Port. 

Such  restrictions  as  in  the  opinion  of  the 
Senior  Naval  Officer  may  be  necessary,  will  be 
promulgated  in  Notices  to  Mariners,  subse¬ 
quent  to  the  date  of  these  Regulations. 

28.  Routes  to  be  Followed. 

There  are  no  special  prohibitions  with  re¬ 
gard  to  routes  once  the  defences  have  been 
passed,  unless  such  may  become  necessary  sub¬ 
sequent  to  the  date  of  these  Regulations. 
These  will  be  published  as  amendments  in 
Notices  to  Mariners. 

29.  Speed  Limits. 

The  speed  of  Merchant  Vessels  within  the 
harbour  to  be  the  minimum  compatible  with 
safe  navigation. 

30.  A  reliable  member  of  the  ship’s  crew  to 
be  on  watch  in  each  hold  or  compartment 
during  the  whole  of  the  time  Stevedores  are 
employed  loading  and/or  discharging  cargo. 

31.  Special  Regulations  for  Small  Craft. 
(Including  Small  Yachts  and  Pleasure  Graft). 


The  seaward  limits  of  New  Westminster 
Harbour  are  as  set  forth  in  paragraph  2. 

(a)  All  owners  and  Masters  of  motor  boats 
are  required,  in  addition  to  any  licence 
necessary,  to  obtain  a  registered  number 
from  the  Harbour  Master,  which  is  to 
be  displayed  at  all  times  in  accordance 
with  separate  Notice  to  Mariners. 

32.  Lights  to  be  Shown  or  Observed  at  Night 
in  the  Examination  Anchorage  and  in  the 
Port. 

(a)  When  under  way — the  regulation  lights 
are  to  be  displayed. 

(b)  When  at  anchor  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage — normally,  no  lights  are  to 
be  visible  from  outboard  (but  see  para¬ 
graph  33) . 

33.  When  a  Merchant  Vessel  is  under  way, 
other  Merchant  Vessels  at  anchor  are  to  show 
Anchor  Lights  (see  paragraph  34)  until  such 
vessel  is  anchored  or  secured,  or,  in  the  case 
of  a  merchant  vessel  leaving,  until  such  vessel 
is  clear  of  the  Port.  Vessels  at  anchor  in  the 
Examination  Anchorage  are  to  obscure  their 
lights  when  the  vessel  under  way  is  clear  of  the 
Examination  Anchorage. 

34.  Steaming ,  Bow  and  Anchor  Lights. 

Merchant  Vessels  permitted  to  navigate  or 

anchor  within  the  Examination  Anchorage 
during  dark  hours  are  to  have  the  normal  bril¬ 
liancy  of  their  steaming,  bow  or  anchor  lights 
reduced  by  50  per  cent.  All  lanterns  to  be 
screened  so  as  to  cut  off  all  light  at  an  angle 
of  20°  above  the  horizontal. 

35.  Other  Lights. 

No  lights  aloft,  on  deck  or  between  decks, 
except  those  mentioned  in  paragraphs  32  to  34 
and  such  lights  as  are  necessary  for  author¬ 
ized  signalling  purposes,  shall  be  permitted  to 
be  visible  from  any  point  outside  the  vessel. 
This  applies  to  all  vessels  in  the  Examination 
Anchorage,  whether  under  way  or  at  anchor. 

Within  the  limits  of  the  Port  of  New  West¬ 
minster,  as  defined  in  paragraph  2 : — 

(a)  When  under  way — the  regulation  lights 
are  to  be  displayed. 

( b )  When  at  anchor — the  regulation  anchor 
lights  to  be  displayed,  unless  otherwise 
ordered. 

(c)  When  berthed  alongside  dock — vessels 
must  show  a  cargo  cluster  light  over 
each  bow,  one  on  offshore  side  amid¬ 
ships  and  one  over  each  quarter,  from 
sunset  to  sunrise,  unless  otherwise  in¬ 
structed. 

It  is  imperative  that  Masters  and  others  in 
charge  of  Merchant  Vessels  should  see  that 
these  orders  as  laid  down  in  paragraphs  32 
to  35,  ivhich  are  made  for  their  own  protection, 
are  carried  out. 

36.  Night,  Fog,  and  Thick  Weather  Restric¬ 
tions. 

In  the  Port  of  New  Westminster,  movement 
of  small  craft  may  be  prohibited  at  night,  dur¬ 
ing  fog,  or  in  thick  weather,  of  which  due 
notice  will  be  given. 

37.  Approach  to  Government  Vessels  and 
Establishments. 

No  Merchant  vessel  is  to  approach  any  Gov¬ 
ernment  vessel,  ship,  lighter,  or  other  Govern¬ 
ment  craft,  or  any  Government  Dockyard  or 
Establishment,  without  a  written  permit  from 
the  Senior  Naval  Officer. 

The  Examining  Officer  will  inform  Merchant 
vessels  that  vessels  flying  certain  distinguish¬ 
ing  signals  are  Government  vessels  and  are 
not  to  be  approached. 

38.  Merchant  Vessels  to  keep  clear  of  H.M. 
or  H.M.C.  Ships. 

All  Merchant  vessels  are  to  keep  clear  of  any 
of  H.M.  or  H.M.C.  Ships  being  navigated  in  the 
Port. 
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39.  Signals  to  be  displayed  when  H.M.  or  H.M.C.  Ships  are  entering  or  leaving,  01  me 
under  way  in  the  Port.

40.  Patrol  of  Approaches  to  the  PoH. 

The  approaches  of  the  Port  will  be  patrolled 
by  Naval  Patrol  Craft. 

Captains,  Masters  and  others  in  charge  of 
merchant  vessels  are  hereby  warned  to  observe 
any  orders  given  by  the  Naval  Patrols.  All 
merchant  vessels  are  subject  to  inspection  and 
search  by  these  Patrols. 

Disobedience  of  orders  given  by  these  Patrols 
renders  a  merchant  vessel  liable  to  be  fired  on. 

PART  III.— LEAVING  THE  PORT. 

41.  Steps  necessary  on  the  part  of  Masters 
or  Agents  before  a  Vessel  may  leave  the  Port. 

No  vessel  may  leave  the  Port  of  New  West¬ 
minster  without  permission  from  the  Detaining 
Authority  (i.e.,  Collector  of  National  Revenue 
(Customs  Division)),  in  writing.  When  a 
Merchant  vessel  desires  to  leave  the  port,  the 
Master  or  Shipping  Agent  will  inform  the  De¬ 
taining  Authority  who  will  decide  whether  the 
ship  may  depart  or  not.  No  vessel  will  be 
allowed  to  leave  when  the  Port  is  closed. 

Normally,  Merchant  vessels  will  be  allowed 
to  leave  the  Port  of  New  Westminster  at  any 
hour  day  or  night,  providing  the  Port  is  open. 
(See  paragraph  18.) 

Information  can  be  obtained  from  the  De¬ 
taining  Authority  as  to  the  source  from  which 
mine  warnings,  sailing  orders  and  clearance 
papers,  are  issued. 

Detaining  Authority  is  to  keep  Chief  Exam¬ 
ining  Officer  informed  of  all  ships  with  per¬ 
mission  to  leave  the  Port.

PART  IV.— PILOTAGE. 

43.  On  the  bringing  into  force  of  the  Public 
Traffic  Regulations  the  employment  of  Pilots 
is  compulsory  for  all  Merchant  vessels,  ex¬ 
cept  those  of  less  than  50  tons  net,  engaged  in 
the  coastal  or  fishing  trade  of  Canada,  enter¬ 
ing  or  leaving  the  Port  of  New  Westminster. 

44.  Vessels  of  more  than  50  tons  net  en¬ 
gaged  in  the  coastal  or  fishing  trade  of  Canada 
and  ferry  services,  which  regularly  frequent 
the  Port  of  New  Westminster  may  be  exempt 
from  the  compulsory  employment  of  Pilots  by 
the  Naval  Officer  in  Charge,  Vancouver,  on  the 
recommendation  of  the  Chief  Examining  Offi¬ 
cer.  Final  approval  for  exemptions  made  un¬ 
der  this  section  will  be  made  by  Department  of 
Transport,  Ottawa. 

45.  Pilotage  is  compulsory,  in  accordance 
with  paragraphs  43  and  44,  East  of  Sandhead 
Light  Vessel. 

46.  Pilots’  boats  will,  in  all  cases  where  pos¬ 
sible  work  in  conjunction  with  Examination 
Steamers.  Embarkation  and  disembarkation 
of  Pilots  will  take  place  in  vicinity  of  Sand- 
head  Light  Vessel,  or  within  the  confines  of 
New  Westminster  Harbour  as  convenient. 

PART  V.— NIGHT  TABLES. 

47.  “  Official  Night  ”  at  the  Port  of  New 
Westminster  is  to  commence  15  minutes  after 
sunset  and  is  to  terminate  15  minutes  before 
sunrise.
